himſclfe not ro be wiſe in his own conceit ; as Salomon affticms,which 
is certainely a great document, to make an unwiſe man know 
himſelfe.

And I would ask, 
to what end- E/iah mockt the falſe Prophets ? was it to fhew his 
wit, or to fulfill his hamour ? doubtlefſe we cannot imagine that 
great ſervant of God had any other end in all which he there 

did, bur to teach and inſtruQ the poore miſledde people. And we 

may frequently reade, that many of the Martyrs in the midſt of 

their troubles, were not ſparing to deride and ſcoffe their ſu- 
perſtitions perſecutors. Now may the confutant adviſe agaive 
vith Sir Francis Bacon whether Eliah and the Martyrs did well 
to turne religion into a Comedy, or Satir; ro rip up the wounds 
of Idolatry and Superſtition with a laughirg ccumtenance. So that 
for pious gravity his author here is matcht and overmatcht, and

ence to God, deſtroy. But he by plauſible words and traditions 
againſt the Scripture obſtinately ſeeks ro maintaine. They by 
their owne wickednefſe ruining cheir owne unjuſt autority make 
roome for good to ſucceed. But he by a ſhew of good upholding 
the evill which in them undoes it ſelfe, hinders the good which 
they by accident let in. Their manifeſt crimes ſerveto bring forth 
an enſuing good and haſten a remedy againſt themtelves,and his 
ſceming good tends to reinforce their ſelfe-puniſhing crimesand 
his owne, by doing his beſ} to delay allredrefſe. Shall not all 
the miſchiefe which other men do, be layd to his charge, if they 
doe it by that unchurchlike power which he defends? Chriſt 
faith, he that u not with me 65 againſt me, and be that gatbers x0! 
with mt ſcatters. In what degree of enmity to Chritt ſhall wee 
place that man then, who fois with him, as that it makes wn

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zpainſt him,gand io gathers with him, that it ſcatters more from 
him ? ſhall it availe that man to ſay he honours the Martyrs me» 
mory and rreads in their ſt-ps ? Nozthe Phariſees confeſt as much 
of the holy Prophets. Let him and ſuch as he when they arein 
their beſt ations even at their prayers looke to heare that which 
che Phariſees heard from [o4n the Bzptiſt whenthey leaſt expe- 
fed, when they rather lookt for praiſe from him. Generation of 
Vipers who hath wara'd ye to flee from the wrath to come ? Now 
that ye have ſtarted back from the purity of Scripture which 1s 
the only rule of reformation, to the old vomit of your traditi= 
ons, now that ye have ether troubl'd or lever'd the people of 
God , and the dodrine of the Goſpel] with icandalous ceremo- 
nies and maſſe- borrow'd Liturgies, doe ye turne theuſe of that 
truth which ye profefſe,to countenancethat falſhood which ye 
eaive by?

And why we ought not to relye upon the Mar- 
tyrs I ſhall be content wit k ſuch reaſons as my contuter himſelfe 
affords me ; who is I muſt needs ſay for him in that point as offi- 
ciols an adverſary as I would wiſh toany man. For firff, faith 
he, there may be a Martyr in a wrong canſe, and as couragious in 
ſuffering as the beſt : ſometimes in a good cauſe with a forward am- 
bition diſpleaſing to God, Otherwhiles they that ſtory of them out of 
Hind z:ale, or malice may write many things of them uwntruly, If 
this be fo, as ye heare his own confeffion, with what ſafety can 
the Remonſtant rely upon the Martvrs as Patrons of his cauſe, 
when as any of thoſe who are alleg'd for the 2pprovers of our 
Liturgy or Prelaty might have bin though not in a wrong cauſe 
Martyrs, yet Whether notvainly ambitious of that honour, or 
whether not miſreported, or miiunderftood, in thoſe their opi- 
ons God only knowes.

But theſe by this only repolſe of an unholy hierarchy 
almoſt in a moment replenifht w:th ſaving knowledge their 
coantrey nigh famiſht for want of that which ſhould feed rheir 
fouls. tall this being done while two armies in the fie!d ſtood ga- 
zingon, the one in reverence of ſuch noblenefſe quietly gave 
back, and diflodg'd ; the other ſpight of the untulinefſe, and 
doubted fidelity in ſome regiments, was either perſwaded or 
compell'd to disbard and retice home. With ſnch a majeſty had 
their wiſdome begirtit fe]fe,that whereas others had levied warre 
to ſubdue a nation that ſought for peace, they fitting here in 
peace could ſo many miles extend the force of their {ingle words 
3 to overawe the difJolute ſtoutneſſe of an armed power ſecretly 
tircd up' and almoſt hir'd againſt: them, And having by a ſo-

Fathers of their countrey; and lit as gods among daily Petitions 
and | ublick thanks flowiny in upon theaz. Which: doth fo little c 
yet exalt them in theirown-thoughts, that. with all gentle aff. 
bilicy and curteous acceptance they both receaye and returne that 
tribute of thanks which is teade:'d them ; teſtitying their zeale i 
and defire to, ſpend themſelves as 1t were peice-meale upon the q 
grievances and wrongs of their diltrefſed Nation. Inſomuch Ml © 
that the meanelt artizans and labourers, at other times alſo wo. : 


men, and ofcen the younger fort of ſervants aſſembling with 
their complaints, and that ſometimes in a lefle humble puilc n 
then for petitioners, have gone with conhidence, that neither 

their-meannefſe would be reje&ed, nor their ſmplicity con- 

temn'd, nor yet their urgency diſtaſted either. by the dignity, 
wiſdome, or moderation of that ſupreme Senate; nor did they br 
depart unſatisfi'd. And indeed, if we conſider the generall con- fir

burt, and it comes to nothing, rebellion rages in our Trifh Pry. 
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many is daily diſcomfited and broken ; if we negle& not this 
arly pledge of Gods inclining towards us, by the f|:ckneſle of 
cur necdfull aids, And whereas at other times we cont it ample 
honour when God vourſafes to make manthe inſtiument and ſtb= 
ordinate worker of his gracious will, ſuch acceftation have their 
cayers found with him, that to them he huh bin pleas'd to 
make himſelfe the agent,” and immediat performer of their de- 
fires; diffolving their difficulties when they are chought inex- 
plicable , cutting out wayes tor them where no pafſage could 
be ſeene; as who is there ſo regardlefle of Divine providence, 
that from late occurrences will not confeſſe. If therefore it be 
fo high a grace when men are preferr'd to be but the inferior cftt- 
cers of good things from God, 'what is it when God himſelfe 
condeſcends, and workes with his owne hands to fulfill the re- 
queſts of menzwhich I leave with them as the greateſt praiſe that 
can belong to. humane nature. Nat that we ſhould think they are 
at the end of their glorious progrefle, but that they will-go on 
to follow his Almighty leading, who ſeems to have thus cov'nan- 
tedwith them, that if the will and the endeayonr ſhall be theirs, 
the performance and the perfeting hall be his. Whenceonly it 
isthat I have not fear'd, though many wiſe men have miicarried 
in praiſing great defignes before the utmoſt-event, becauſe I ſee 
who is theiraſliftant, whotheir confederat, who hath ingag'd 
his omnipotent arme, to ſupport andcrowne with facceſſe cheir 
faith, their forricade, their juſt and magnanimous aftions , till 
he have brought to paſſe all that expe&ed good which his ſer- 
vants truſt is in his thoughts to bringupon this land in the full 

andpertet reformation of his Church. | 
Thus farce I have digreſt, Readers, from my former ſubjc& ;

Whereot three wayes I rememberare 
ſet downe'in Scripture. The one is to reade often that beſt of 
books written to this pur; oe, that not the wiſe only but thefim- 
Je and 1gnorant may learne by them z the other way to know 
ofa minitter , is by thelife he-leads, whereof the meanelt under- 
ſtanding may-beapprehenſive. The laſt way to judge aright in 
this point is when he who judges, livesa Chrittian lite him:elfe, 
Which of theſe three will che Confucer athirme to exceed the ca- 
pacity of a. plaine artizan? And what reaſon then isthere left 
wherefore he ſhuuld be deny'd his voice intheelcfion of his 
mimſter, as not thought a competent diſcerner ? Ic is but arro- 
gance therefore, and the pride of a m:taphy/icall fume, to thinke 
thay the matinos rabkl (tor lo hecalls the Chitftian congrega- 
tion) world be ſo mift.ken in a ( lerk of the Vniverſiry that were to 
be their minitter. I doubr me thoſe Clerks that think fo, are 
more miſtaken in themſelves, and what with truanting and de- 
bauſhery, what with falie grounds and the weaknefſe- of na» 
tarall taculcies in many of them (it being a maxim in ſome men 
to ſend the ſimpleſt of their tonnes thith<r) peraaps there would 
be found among them as many unſolid and corrupted judge- 
ments both in d:&ci' e and life, as in ar:y other two Corporati= 
ons of like bignefſ:. 1 his is undoubted that it any Carpenter 
Smith, or. Weaver, were ſuch a bangler in his trade, as the grea- 
tzr number of them are in their proteſiton, he would farve for 
ayy cuſtome. And ſhonld he exercile his manifeCture, as little 
as they do their talents, he would forget his art : and ſhould he 
miſtake his tools as they do theirs, he would marreall the worke 
he-took-in hand, How few among them that know to write, or * 
ſpeck in a pure (ile, much leffe todiitinguiſh the 14-4's, and vari- 
ous kinds of itiJe : in Lutine barbarous, and oft notwithour /o- 
lciſms, declaming in rugged and mitcellaneous geare blown to- 
gether by the foure winds, and in their chGice preferring the 
gay rankneſfſe of Avuleizs, eArnobins, or any moternefaltianiſt, 
before the native Latini/zss of Cictro. Fn the Greck tongue moſt 


of them v15letter'd, or unenter'd to any found proficiency in thoſe 


Attick maiſters of morall wifdome and cloquer.ce. In the He- 
= brew 
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brew text, which is fo neceſſary to be underſtood except it be 
ſome few of them, their lips areutterly ancircumcis'd. No Jeſſe 
are they outof the way in philoſophy ; peftring their heads with 
the Gpleſl: dotages of old Paris and Salamanca. And that which 
isthe main point, ia their Sermons affe&ing the comments and 
poſtils of Friers and. Jeſuits, but ſcorning and ſlighting the re - 
tormed. writers. In ſo much that the better fart among them 
will confeſle it a rare matter to heare a true edifying Sermon in 
either of their great Churches;and that ſuch as are moſt humm'd 
and applauded there, would ſcarce be ſuffer'd the ſecond hes 
ring in a grave: congregation of pious Chriftians. Is there cauſe 
why theſe men ſhould overween, and beſo queaſie of the rude 
multitude, leſt their deepe worth ſhould be undervalu'd for want 
of fit umpires ? No my matriculated confutant there will not want 
in any congregation of this-Ifland, that hath not beene altoge- 
ther famiſht, or wholly perverted with Prelatiſh leven,there will 
not want divers plaine and ſolid men, that havelearnt by the ex- 
perience of a good conſcience, what it isto be well taught, who 
will ſoone look through and through both the lofty nakedneſſe 
of your Latinizing karen, and the finicall gooſery of your 
wxneat Sermon-aQore And ſo I leave you and your fellow Fares, 
as you termethem, of either horizon, meaning I ſeppoſe either he» 
miſphere, anlefle you will be ridiculous in-your aſtronomy. For 
the rationall horizon in heav'a is but one, and the ſenſible horie 
2008 incarth are innumerable ; ſo that yoar alluſion was as erro- 
-Neous as your ſtarres, But that you did well-to prognoRicat them 
all at loweſt in the horizon, that is either ſeeming bigger then 
they are through the miſt and vapour which they raiſe, or cllc 
f{inking, and waſted to the ſnuffe in-their weſterne ſocket. 
 - Se&.11. Hiseleventh SeRion intends I know not whatunleſſe 
to clog us wich the reſidue of his pblegmatick floth , diſcul- 
ſiog. with a heavie pulſe the expedience of ſet formes + which no 
queſtion but to ſome, and for ſome time may be permitted, and 
perhaps there may beuſefully ſer forth by the:Church a common 
 direftory of publick prayer.eſpecially in the adminiſtration of the 
Sacraments, But that it ſhould therefore beinforc't where both 
miniſter and people profefle to have no need, but to be ſcanda- 
lizdby it, that, I hope, every ſenfible Chriſtian will deny. And 
the reaſons of ſuch deniall the confuter himſclfe, as his bounty 
ſill-is to his adverſary, will giveus out of his afficmation, - - |

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ſaith he z God 5n his providence hath choſen ſome to teach ethers and 
pray for others, as miniſters and Paſtors, Whence I gather, that 
however the faculty ofothersmay be, yet that they whom God 
hath ſet apart to his miniſtery, areby him endu'd with an abiliey 
of prayer ; becauſe their offize is to pray for others. And net to 
be the lip-working deacons of other mens appointed words. 
Nor is it eaſily credible that he who can preach well ſhould be 
unable to pray well; when as it is indeed the ſame abiliry to ſpeak 
affirmatively,or doArinally, and only by changing the mood to 
ſpeak prayingly. In vaine therefore do they pretend to want ut- 
terance in prayer, who can finde utterance to preach. And if 
prayer be the guife of the Spirit, why do they admitthoſe tothe 
Miniftery, who want a mine guift of their fun&ion, and pre- 
ſcribe guifred men to uſe that which is the remedy of anether 
mans want z ſetting them their tasks to read, whom the Spirit- 
of God ſtands ready to aſſiſt in his ordinance with the guift of 
free conception#. What if it be granted tothe infirmity of ſome 
Miniſters ;onerl ſuch ſeeme rather to be halfe miniſters) to help 
theoiſelves with a ſer forme, ſhall it therefore be urg'd upon the 
plenteous graces of others? and let it be granted to ſome peo- 
ple while they are babes in Chriſtian guifts, were it not better to 
take it away ſoone after, as we do loitering books, and interline= 
ar) tranſlations from children ; to ſtirreup andexerciſe that por* 
tion of the ſpirit which is in them, 8: not impoſe it upon congre- 
eations who not only deny to need it, but as a thing trouble- 
ſome and offenſive refuſe it. Another reaſon which he brings for 
liturgie, is the preſerving of order, unity, and piety, and the ſame 
hall be my reaſon againſt Liturgy. For I Readers, (hall alwayes 
be of this opinion, that obedience to the Spirit of God, rather 
then to the faire ſeeming pretences of men, is the beſt and moſt 
dutifull order that a Chriſtian can obſerve. If the Spiritof God 
manifelt the guift of prayer in his Miniſter , what more ſeemely 
order in the congregation, then to goalong with that man in 
cur devouteſt »ffetions? for bim to abridge himſelfe by reading, 
and to foreſtall himſelfe in thoſe petitions, which he mult either 
omit, or vainly repeat, when he comes into the Pulpit under a 
ſhewof order, is the greateſt diſorder. Nor is unity lefſe broken, 
eſpecially by our Liturgy , though this author would almoſt 
bring the Communion of Saints to a Communionof Liturgicall 


word?. For what other reformed Church hotds communion 


with 
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wich us by our liturgy, and does not rather diſlike it? and a. 
mong our ſelves who knowes ic not to have bin a pergercuall cauſe 
of ditanion. Laſtly, ic hinders piety rather then ſets ic for ward, 
being moreapt to weakea the [picitnall faculties, if the people . 
be not wean'd from it in due time; as the daily powring in of \ 
hot waters quenches the naturall heat. For not only the body, * 
8& the mind, but alio the-improvement of Gods Spirit is quickn'd 
by uſing. Wheras they who willever adhere to licurgy,bring the. 
ſelves in the end to {uch a: pafſe by overmuch leaning as to look 
even the legs of their devotion. Thefe inconveniencies and dan- 
gers follow the compelling of ſet formes : but that the tolerati- 
on of the Engliſh Liturgy now in uſe, is more dangerous then 
the compelling of any other which the reformed Churches uſe, 
theſe reaſons following may evince. To contend that it is fanta- 
ſticall, if not ſeoſelefſe in ſome places,were a copious argument, 
eſpecially in the Reſpor/ort:5. For ſuch alternations as are there 
us'd mult be by ſeverall perſons ; but the Miniſter and the people 
cannot fo ſeyer their intereſts, as to faſtaine ſeverall perſons ; he 
| being the only mouth of the whole body which hepreſents. And . 
if the people pray he being filent,or they ask one thing 8& heano- 
ther, it eicher changes theproperty, making the Prieſt the peo- 
ple, and the people the Prieſt by turnes, or elſe makes two per- 
ſons and two bodics repreſentative where the: e ſhon/d be but one. 
Which ific be nought elſe, muſt needs be a ftrange quaintneſſe 
in ordinary prayer. The like, or worſe may be ſaid of the Litany, 
wherein neither Prieſt nor people ſpeak any intire ſenſe of them. 
ſelves throughout the whole I know 'not what toname it; on- 
ly by the timely contribution of their parted ſtakes, cloſing uy 
ax it were the /chi/me of aflic't prayer, they pray not in vatne, 
for by this means they keep life betweene them in a piece of gaſ- 
pingſenſe,and keep downe the ſawcineſſe of a continuall reboun- 
ding nonſenſe. And hence it 1s that as it hath been farre from 
the imitation of any warranted prayer, ſo we all know it hath 
bin obvious to be the pattern of many aJig.And he who hath but 
read in good books of devotion and no more, cannot be ſo either

And herein will the King be a tne 
defender of the Faith, not by paring or leflning, but by 
Jiſtriburing in due proportien the maintenance of the 
Church, that all parts of the Land may equally partake 
the plentifull and diligent preaching of the faith, the ſcan- 
gall of Ceremonies thrown out, that delude and circum- 
vent the faith. And-the uſurpation of Prelats laid level}, 
- who are in words the Fathers, but in their deeds theo 
pugners of the faich. This is that which will beft con- 
firme him in that glorious title» Thus yee have heard, 
Readers, how many ſhifts and wiles the Prelats have in- 
_ vented to ſave their ill got booty. And if it be true, asin 
| Scripture it is foretold, that pride and covetouſnefle are the 
fare markes of thoſe falſe Prophets whicl are to come, then 
boldly conclude theſe to bee as great ſeducers, as any of 
the latter times. For betweene this and the judgement 
day, doe not looke for any arch deceavers Who in ſpight 
of reformation will uſe more craft , or lefſe ſhame to de- 
fend their love of the world, and their ambition, then theſe 
Prelats have done. And if yee thinke that ſoundaefſe of 
reaſon. or what force of argument ſoever, will bring them 
to an Ingenuous ſilence, yee think that which will never 
be. "But if ye take that courſe which Era/mus was wont 
to ſay Larzer tooke againſt the Pope and Monks, if yee 
| denounce 
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denounce warre againſt their Micers and their be!lies, ye 
ſhall ſoon difcerne that 7'srbaur of pride which they weare 
upon their heads to be no helmet of ſalvation, but the meere 
mettle and horn-work of Papall juriſdiction ; and that 
they have alſo this guift, like a certaine kinde of ſome 
that are poſſeſt, to have their voice in their bellies, which 
being well drain'd and taken downe, their great Ocacle, 
which is only there, will ſoone be dumbe, and the Di- 
vine right of Epiſcopacy forthwith expiring, will put us 
no more ts trouble wich tedious antiquiticsand diſputes.
